Lindsey Wilson College 
graduated the largest winter class 
in the college’s 110-year history 
Saturday morning. A total of 418 
degrees were awarded at the 
college’s 98th ceremony, held 
before a crowd of more than 
2,000 guests in Biggers Sports 
Center. 

In his commencement address, 
the Rev. Todd Love of Columbia 
told the graduates that they were 
about to begin a different kind of 
“hero’s journey.” 

“We’re taught that the hero’s 
journey is the journey from 
weakness to strength ... but the 
real hero’s journey is the journey 
from strength to weakness,” said 
Love, who is superintendent of 
the Columbia District of The 
United Methodist Church 
Kentucky Annual Conference. 

Love told the class — which 
included 219 undergraduate degrees and 199 graduate degrees — 
that they are “about to be a rookie again,” which means they will 
have learn the important life role of how to be a “nobody.” 

“For in learning how to be a nobody, you will learn how not to be 
a jerk,” said Love, who is also an ex officio member of the Lindsey 
Wilson Board of Trustees. “For the rest of your life ... you will 
learn to be kinder and more thoughtful. You will tip well. You will 
empathize. You will be a mentor, and a generous one.” 

Eight Indicted by Adair 

County Grand Jury

A Columbia man was indicted last week on drug-related charges 
stemming from his arrest on July 7 of this year. 

Joseph P. Keith, 34, was charged with one count of 
manufacturing methamphetamine, first offense and one count 
possession of a controlled substance in the first degree, first offense 
(methamphetamine) after he was alleged to have unlawfully 
manufactured the drug or possessed two or more chemicals or two 
or more items of equipment known to be used for manufacturing 
methamphetamine, as well as knowingly andunlawfully possessing 
methamphetamine. 

Other indictments handed up by the Grand Jury last week 
include: 

•Robert Hausdorfer, 29, of Columbia, on one count of receiving 
stolen property over $500 but less than $10,000; and one count of 
being a persistent felony offender, second degree.

Adair Band Moves On 
To Concert Season

With marching season in the rearview mirror, the acclaimed 
Adair Band is still hard at work this winter, honing their skills on 
instruments and continuing their never-ending quest for musical 
excellence. The offseason efforts were on full display last Sunday 
as every member of the band - from seasoned marchers in the 
senior class to sixth graders in beginning band - participated in the 
annual Christmas Concert at Adair County Middle School. 

“It’s actually more hectic around here after marching band season 
ends,” band director Tom Case says. “The kids and I are all tom in 
different directions - concert band, pep band, jazz band, winter 
guard. There’s just a lot going on.” 

The concert this year featured three songs each from both the 
high school band and seventh and eighth grade combined band, as 
well as a performance from the jazz band and four songs from the 
sixth graders. While the youngsters played simpler numbers than 
the high school and jazz bands. Case was pleased with the effort his 
beginning band students put into the show. 

“They were the most prepared beginning band group we’ve had 
in the last five or six years,” Case says. “They did a really good 
job. We’re excited about our future.” 

While the program served as a chance for the youngsters to give 
their first public performance, it gave older students a chance to 
improve on their instruments and make strides that will pay 
dividends come next marching season. 

“It’s got to be a holistic unit with marching and concert band,” 
Case says. “You’ve got to be good at both. This is an opportunity

Love told the graduates to 
become lifelong students by 
building on their college 
educations. 

“Education is not really about 
grades and getting a job,” he 
said. “It’s primarily about 
becoming a more aware and 
engaged observer of the 
universe. If that ends with 
college ... you’re wasting your 
one and only chance at real 
consciousness.” 

Love also urged graduates to 
“concentrate on growing in 
compassion.” 

“Choose the possibility that 
the lives and experiences of 
other people you encounter are 
as complex and unpredictable as 
your own. That other people are 
not simply one thing or another 
... but their life, like yours, 
contains a multitude of layers,” 
he said. “And by reading other people in that context, we learn to 
be more compassionate to each other. ... The gift and the challenge 
of your education is to see others as they see themselves — to 
grapple with this mean and crazy and beautiful world in all of its 
baffling complication.” 

Love also received an honorary doctorate from the college. Also 
receiving an honorary doctorate was Lindsey Wilson trustee and 
Greensburg, Ky., businessman Lenn R. Pruitt.

Columbia Studio 
Offers First-Class 
Recording Options

Recording music is a science. It’s also an art. If one wishes to 
make their living in such an environment, it’s a business, too. 
With so much work, money, and know-how involved in 
producing high-quality songs and albums, it might be a surprise 
for some to learn that a first-rate recording studio is operating 
right here in Columbia - downtown on the Public Square. 

“I felt like I was called to build this,” says Mike Harris, one 
of the founding partners at Redbrick Studio, the brightly 
painted red building at the comer of the square and Burkesville 
Street. 

From the outside, it’s hard to see the transformation the 
longstanding building has undergone on the inside in the last 
18 months, but the sounds being made on the interior are 
nothing like Columbia has seen. In fact, if it weren’t for the 
windows overlooking the square, once inside it would be hard 
to tell if one were in Columbia or some faraway city recording 
studio. From the floating floor, to the raised ceilings, to the 
thick, perfectly angled, sound-absorbent walls, Harris and his 
partner - Danny Bailey - have created a studio that’s 
impressive to even the most accomplished musicians. 

“There’s enough wood in here to build three small houses,” 
Harris jokes. “Everything in here is built specifically for 
recording music.” 

Bailey has worked in the music industry for decades, 
spending 18 years in Nashville and many more years traveling 
the country and globe to work with musicians from nearly 
every genre. He even spent time as a background musician on

I thought quite a bit about how to write a Christmas- 
themed editorial this week, even considering — albeit briefly 

— just writing a list to Santa like so many of Adair County’s 
bright young students have done in the past two weeks, but 
since I don’t really need anything or even want that much, 
that article would’ve been short and boring. Instead, I’m 
going to use this space for a reflection this week, recalling 
some of my favorite memories of the season over the years, 
because Christmas traditions are something that almost all of 
us can relate to. 

Growing up, my family had a strict tradition for Christmas 
that went unaltered for many years, and it always began on 
Christmas Eve. We used to spend every Christmas Eve at my 
Grandma and Pa Feese’s house. Although there were always 
plenty of presents, the big draw on this night was 
unquestionably the food. I have a large family and everyone 
brought something to Grandma’s on Christmas Eve. We’d 
have peanut butter balls, sausage balls, shrimp balls, and 
even some foods and desserts that don’t come in ball form. 
There never was a meal, but that’s only because meals are 
relatively short and we’d munch on holiday goodies at 
Grandma’s house for hours. 

They kept a wood-burning stove in the basement, and 
when 30 or 40 aunts, uncles, and cousins crammed into the 
house, it would sometimes get so hot that we’d have to leave 
a door open for a little while just to cool the place off. These 
nights usually ended with rook games in the basement and a 
report that Santa had been spotted a few hundred miles away 

— which was my cue that it was time to go home and get to 
bed. 

The next morning, my sisters would wake me up at some 
absurd hour to open presents. Sometimes they’d wake up so 
early that Mom would send them back to bed, but usually by 
6:30 or 7 in the morning we were all in the living room, 
inspecting our gifts from Santa and opening the rest as fast 
as we could. 

Two gifts stand out when I look back on the silly amount 
of presents I always got as a kid — a Sega Genesis in 1993 
and a TPX Little League baseball bat a couple of years later. 

I spent more hours playing that Sega than any person should 
spend doing just about anything, and to this day I consider 
myself a world-class expert on Sonic the Hedgehog, NBA 
Jam, and EA Sports Baseball. 

The bat was the grandest thing I had ever owned when I 
got it. It was black and teal, was 31 inches long and weighed 
just 20 ounces. I wore that thing out in just a couple of years. 
I was convinced that the stick made me a better baseball 
player, and I took thousands of swings with that thing. 

Back to my Christmas tradition though. After opening 
presents on Christmas morning, we’d all head back down the 
road to my Grandma and Pa Feese’s house for breakfast. 
Basically everyone from the night before would be there 
again, except all the kids would have their shiny new toys 
from Santa. Grandma and her daughters always cooked 
massive amounts of country ham, biscuits, gravy, and eggs, 
on Christmas morning, and somehow no one ever had to 
wait more than a few minutes to get to eat, even though 
Grandma’s kitchen didn’t appear to be built to handle 40- 
person meals. 

Later on Christmas morning, we’d leave my grandparents’ 
house and head to my other grandparents’ house. My 
Grandma and Grandpa Willis only opened their parlor once a 
year, and we always looked forward to getting to Grandma 
Nancy’s house so we could throw garbage into the fireplace 
when no one was looking. Aside from pyromania, the big 
draw at the Willis household was a big lunch, presents, and 
good TV. TV on Christmas day used to be magical. We’d sit 
around my grandparents’ house all afternoon watching 
movies, NBA games, and whatever Christmas specials 
might’ve been on at the time. Some of the adults would 
usually fall asleep around this time. My Grandpa Bob always 
fell asleep around this time. 

By late afternoon, we were usually all pretty tired and 
would head off back to our respective homes. 

Of course, times change. This year, the only thing about 
Christmas that will resemble my tradition from childhood 
will be spending Christmas afternoon at my Grandma 
Nancy’s house (I will try to refrain from throwing napkins in 
the fire this year). Obviously though, I’m not a kid anymore. 
My nephew Eli will be celebrating his first Christmas, and 
although it won’t be the first Christmas he remembers, I’m 
excited that we’ll get to establish a new holiday ritual that 
he’ll be able to grow up with and remember even when he’s 
grown.

Old and New 
Providence 
Churches 



Providence church, near Casey County line, at Pellyton, came up 
in a question posted to the Adair County, Kentucky History and 
Genealogy page on Facebook this past week. After research, here 
are a few notes on the Old and New Providence churches. Anyone 
with addition information is encouraged to pass it along. 

Old Providence had its origins in Guy church, a Methodist 
church long forgotten by many. Guy church was a log structure 
built in the early 1800s on Damrons Creek, about two miles or so 
from Pellyton. The name was derived from the Guy family that 
lived in that vicinity and were instrumental in the erection of the 
building. At one time, the Guy family was numerous in Adair 
County, but had nearly died out or moved on by the to greener 
pastures by the Civil War. George Green Guy was one of the 
earliest of the name; many of his descendants settled in Illinois in 
the 1840s and 1850s. 

According to the Methodist History of Adair County, by Mrs. 
Vista Royse Allison, the families who made up the Guy 
congregation included the families of Guy, Ellis, Jones, Rubarts, 
Pelley, Dickerson, and Tinsley. The Guy church was still used as 
late as 1851, but soon after, it seems, moved on to have services at 
the local school house, near the crossroads, near the Pellyton 
Cemetery. 

Services were held at the school house until about 1870 when a 
group lead by some of the Ellis family organized and built New 


Providence church. In her History, Mrs. Allison included the 
following story: “Miss Lois Ellis, daughter of Joe Ellis, and great- 
granddaughter of Mary D. Pelley Ellis, has in her possession (about 
1969) a very old tin lantern, 14 or 15 inches tall, which held a 
candle and was used by Mrs. Mary D. Ellis to walk by to the ‘Guy 
Meeting House’ at night.” 

New Providence church was built near the Casey County line, the 
land donated by Joel Wellington and Florinda D. Ellis, and her 
mother-in-law, Mary D. Ellis. The building was well constructed 
and was 35 by 40 feet; vestibule was made of yellow poplar, and 
was painted white. The first oil lamps were brought from 
Campbells ville. 

Mrs. Allison further stated: “Owen Ellis, Dunnville, stated...’As 
far back as I can remember, the glass-bowl kerosene lamps hung 
about two feet from the ceiling in the Providence church, and the 
bowls sat in a 27-inch, wrought-iron frame with bronze finish. The 
holders were brass and had little white shades over them.” Families 
who made up the early congregation included: Jones, Ellis, Pelley, 
Workman, Perryman, Coffey, Corneal, Burton and Sanders. 

The Providence church was old in 1922 and later converted into a 
dwelling house, occupied in 1968 by Miss Lois Ellis. The last 
services were held therein 1930 by Rev. M.B. Hodges; and in 1933 
by Rev. Tom Grooms. 

Old issues of the Adair County News had relatively little to say 
about Providence church, but the following items are of interest. 

A man was charged with robbing Providence church of lamps 
and stoves. 

18 February 1920. 

“The old Providence Church organ, and seats, which were sold a 
few weeks ago by the Southern Methodists, have been purchased by 
the good people of this vicinity, and will remain a union church.” 
Pellyton newsletter, 4 April 1922. 

It is important to note that there were other churches in Adair and 
surrounding counties with the name Providence included in the 
name. 

One such congregation appears to have been near Stapp Springs 
in the early 1900s. J.S. Stapp, one-time owner of the Adair County 
News, was instrumental in construction this Providence and his 
funeral was held here in 1909.

“This is the ninth studio 
Danny’s built,” Harris explains. 
“He’s been in over 300 of them, 
and he says this is the best one 
he’s ever had.” 

Even though the studio has 
been open for less than a year, 
Bailey’s connections in the 
music industry have already 
allowed him to bring in the kind 
of highly acclaimed musicians 
that most startup recording 
studios could only dream about. 

Glenn Duncan - a multi¬ 
instrumentalist that specializes 
on the fiddle and has worked on 
albums for Kenny Chesney, Tim 
McGraw, Shania Twain, Waylon 
Jennings, George Jones, and Bill 
Monroe -recorded there 
recently. Kerry Marx, a staff 
guitarist on the Grand Ole Opry 
that worked with Jason Aldean, 
Luke Bryan, Rascal Flatts, and 
Loretta Lynn in 2012 alone has 


been there too. So has Mark 
Prentice, whose bass work has 
been featured on albums for 
Rodney Atkins, Joe Diffie, and 
Sara Evans. 

Bringing in renowned 
musicians is important to Harris, 
who hopes to establish Redbrick 
as an attractive alternative to 
recording in cities like Nashville 
or New York. 

“This is as nice as any studio 
in Nashville, New York, L.A., or 
anywhere else,” Harris says. 
“Our goal is just to create a lot 
of great music and for this to be 
a known studio.” 

While the goal for any 
professional recording studio is 
to record successful songs, 
Harris and Bailey both pointed 
out that the studio is not solely 
for professional musicians. Any 
local amateur can come in and 
work with Bailey on a song or 
album. He can even provide

instrumentals, have professional 
studio musicians come in to 
accompany, mix the 
instrumentals and vocals, or all 
of the above. 

Eight separate isolation 
booths provide the opportunity 
for a full band to play together at 
the same time, while being 
recorded seperately. By 
recording this way Bailey can 
isolate instruments, adjust 
volume, and mix and match 
separate recordings to produce 
the best sound possible. 

“You could have a whole big 
band all playing at once but be 
recorded individually,” Harris 
says. “It gives us a lot of 
versatility.” 


“We can do whatever anyone 
wants to do,” Bailey adds. “I can 
bring in musicians from 
Nashville. I can bring in local 
musicians or anything you want 
to do. Your only limitation is 
your budget.” 

For the pros coming in from 
out of town for days at a time, 
Harris and Bailey renovated the 
upstairs of the building into a 
studio apartment, complete with 
a kitchen, pool table, living 
room, multiple bedrooms, and a 
full bath. 

“We wanted to do it nice 
enough so that if someone that 
was somebody comes here, 
they’ll like it,” Harris says. “It 
will be something that brings us 
business in time.”

Indians Survive Scare to Beat Campbellsville 


Indians 52 Campbellsville 42 

After falling to 0-2 in the district with Friday night’s loss to 
Taylor County, the Indians desperately needed a district win on 
Tuesday night as they played host to the Campbellsville Eagles. 
After a close start, the Indians opened up a sizeable lead before 
Campbellsville nearly orchestrated a comeback victory. In the end, 
the Indians held their poise and secured the victory, 52-42. 

“This was an important win for us,” said Head Coach Mark 
Fudge. “We had stretches where we played really well, and other 
stretches where we struggled—especially in the third quarter on the 
offensive end.” 

Early on, the size and athleticism advantage of the visiting Eagles

Lady Indians Crush Lady 
Eagles, Improve to 5-1 

Lady Indians 62 Campbellsville 22 

After a convincing win at home on Friday night against district 
foe Taylor County, the Lady Indians took the floor in John Burr 
Memorial Gymnasium Tuesday night for another 20th District 
contest, this time against the Campbellsville Lady Eagles. After a 
lackadaisical start, the Lady Indians found their groove, stifling the 
Campbellsville offense as they cruised to a 40-point blowout win, 
62-22. 

“This was another good district win to put us at 2-1 in the 
district,” Head Coach James Turner said. “We didn’t play with a lot 
of energy early on, but as the game went on I thought we picked up 
the intensity.” 

Brooklyn Coomer scored first yet again for the Lady Indians, but 
a Campbellsville offensive rebound and score on the next 
possession knotted the game at two apiece. Sloppy passing led to a 
host of turnovers resulting in transition attempts for the Lady 
Eagles, but stellar hustle from Adair thwarted the attempts and sent 
the layups off the rim, sometimes wildly. 

Beth Owens grabbed two offensive rebounds from her own 
misses and finally scored on her third shot attempt of the 
possession. Harlee Smock then nabbed a steal and passed ahead to 
Kassidi Taylor for a layup before Smock slipped free in the paint 
for a score of her own to jump ahead 8-4. A Campbellsville and-one 
cut the lead to one with just 57 seconds remaining in the first 
quarter, but two straight buckets by Alex Keltner, including a 
floater at the buzzer, left Adair on top 12-7 after one. 

That was as close as the contest would be. After each dead ball or 
made basket, the Adair full court pressure frustrated the Lady 
Eagles, with Smock scoring in transition off of a turnover to open 
the second quarter. After a long two from Keltner, Smock tossed in 
five free throws plus a slash and score from a designed inbounds 
play under the basket, Taylor splashed a triple and hit a baseline 
runner, and Keltner notched a steal and layup to set the halftime 
score at 33-12. 

The domination ramped up even further in the second half. Two 
Lady Eagle threes in the early minutes of the quarter showed signs

was evident, with Campbellsville scoring two inside buckets by 
simply muscling their way through the Adair interior. A steal and 
transition three sandwiched an Adair free throw, putting 
Campbellsville on top 7-1 with five minutes remaining in the first 
quarter. 

Senior forward Ty Bennett provided his usual lift off the bench, 
however, nailing a three to spark the Adair offense. Zach Hutchison 
pump faked his man, took two steps inside the three point arc and 
sank an 18-footer, and then found Matt Fudge for a rise-and-fire 
three to tie the game at nine after Campbellsville scored on an 
offensive rebound. With just under a minute remaining in the 
opening frame, Hutchison found freshman forward Chance Melton 
on a backdoor lob, and the Indians led 11-9 after one quarter. 

To negate the size and utilize their own quickness, Adair 
employed a three-quarter court trapping press, highlighting the 
ballhandling weakness of the Eagles. Once broken, the Adair 
defense sank back into a 2-3 zone, with the Indian interior, 
including Melton, Bennett, Jacob Pooler and Jake Hixson, 
collapsing upon Campbellsville post presence Derrick Caldwell. 

The defensive strategy worked, speeding up the pace of the game 
and allowing Adair to find their plethora of shooters in transition. A 
Jake Hixson three, Marshall Shelley layup, Hutchison steal and 
score, Fudge layup and three pointer and finally a three by 
Hutchison demonstrated the balance and ball movement of the 
Indians, resulting in a halftime lead of 29-16. 

Three quick points by Shelley opened the second half, and Adair 
had doubled up the opposition, 32-16. Halftime offensive 
adjustments by Campbellsville finally began to show, however, as 
the Eagles attacked the middle of the zone and found their way to 
the free throw line. Two trips to the line and an and-one with a 
missed free throw cut the lead to 10, which remained the margin

If you’re anything like me, you use the 
sports calendar to keep tabs on the real 
calendar and certain life events. College 
football bowl games mean New Years, 
baseball signals the start of spring, 
football means fall is upon us and used to 
mean back to classes, and the winter 
brings college basketball and the start of 
the cycle all over again. 

Now, however, that is even more true. 

This week’s edition of The Progress makes it one full year that I’ve 
been writing here, and since my initial position was as the 
sportswriter, the connection between the past year in sports and my 
first year here is a strong and obvious one. Let’s take a look back at 
some of the highlights of the year in sports. 

January 2013 brought us Manti Teo’s imaginary girlfriend, Brent 
Musburger’s inappropriate comments regarding AJ McCarron’s real 
girlfriend, and Alabama’s domination of Notre Dame for their second 
straight BCS Championship. In February, Ray Lewis fueled a 
Baltimore Ravens Super Bowl run, retiring a champion and inspiring 
a media fascination with the apparent transformation of his personal 
life. Later in the month, five-time NASCAR Champion Jimmie 
Johnson won the Daytona 500, launching the campaign for what 
would become his sixth title. 

March was encompassed with its typicalMadness, as the NCAA 
Tournament took place without the Kentucky Wildcats and their arch¬ 
rival Louisville Cardinals cut down the nets in April. April also saw 
Adam Scott win the 2013 Masters Tournament in golf, and the nation 
was gripped by the tragic bombings of the Boston Marathon. The 
month concluded with left tackle Eric Fisher becoming the first 
overall pick in the NFL Draft to the Kansas City Chiefs, now coached 
by former Eagles leader Andy Reid. 

Morning-line favorite Orb won the 139th running of the Kentucky 
Derby to kick off the month of May, but had his bid for the Triple 
Crown stopped immediately, falling to Oxbow in the Preakness later 
in the month. Tony Kanaan won the Indianapolis 500, and Rafael 
Nadal captured yet another French Open victory on the red clay of 
Roland Garros as Serena Williams claimed the women’s crown. 

LeBron James and the Miami Heat repeated as NBA Champions in 
June, and the Chicago Blackhawks notched a victory for traditional 
hockey, winning the 2013 Stanley Cup. Justin Rose placed his name 
in the Majors record books with a U.S. Open win, UCLA topped the 
College World Series, Brazil maintained their status as a soccer 
power, bringing home the FIFA Confederations Cup, and Englishman 
Andy Murray carried the weight of Great Britain to a Wimbledon 
victory. 

July brought a CONCACAF Gold Cup victory for the U.S. Men’s 
National Soccer team, Phil Mickelson won the Open Championship, 
and the American League won the MLB All-Star game, granting 
home field advantage to the eventual champion Boston Red Sox. 

Everyman Jason Dufner won the 2013 PGA Championship in 
August, headlining a month that saw Japan win the Little League 
World Series yet again, and in which Nadal and Serena took home 
the trophy at the US Open. College football kicked off as well, 
sparking one of the most unpredictable seasons in recent memory. 

The 2013 NFL season began in September, and October crowned 
the Boston Red Sox World Series Champions for the third time since 
2004 after nearly a century-long drought. November hosted another 
New York City Marathon, one year after Hurricane Sandy cancelled 
the event, and December has crowned Jameis Winston the second 
freshman ever to win the Heisman Trophy and slated his Florida State 
Seminoles to meet the Auburn Tigers for the BCS Championship in 
the final year before college football implements a playoff system.

It’s a Bird, 
It’s a Plane, 
No It’s a 
Drone! 


When you hear the word drone, you probably think of a tactical mission performed by our militaiy forces. 
You might think the last place one would see a drone would be on a farm, but think again. 

Agriculture has been identified as possibly the best commercial market for drones. These unmanned aircrafts 
could help farmers monitor their crop during the growing season and make improved management decisions. 
Products already developed include devices that can be attached to drones to monitor disease, detect nutrient 
deficiencies, and precisely apply fertilizers and pesticides. 

Do not expect to see a drone flying over Adair County com fields soon, as the FAA currently does not allow 
commercial use of drones in civil airspace. However, research is currently in progress by some universities 
working alongside with the FAA. Drones are already used in agriculture in other countries so it is likely that U.S. 
farmers will be able to use them in the future. Does the use of drones in Adair County agriculture seem far¬ 
fetched? If so, consider some other technology currently being used in agriculture in Adair County. 

Would you believe that there are some dairymen in Adair County that can tell you how many steps each of 
their cows take each day? Activity monitors, also known as pedometers, tracks the cow’s movement each day 
and which in turn can be used to detect if a cow is in estrus and needs to be bred or if she may be ready to get 
sick. During estrus, a cow will increase her activity, therefore if a farmer has data available that shows her 
activity during a given day has increased compared to previous days it is likely that she is in estrus and ready for 
artificial breeding. This technology allows the dairyman to get more cows bred while decreasing the amount of 
labor needed for artificial insemination. 

You might also catch a few farmers’ planting their crops with no hands on the steering wheel. This is not a 
poor driver or someone hying to show off. The tractor is equipped with GPS and auto-steer technology. GPS 
and auto-steer allows for precise placement of rows so that each field is near perfectly planted. This technology 
also reduces farmer fatigue allowing the operator to plant more acres in a day’s time. 

We are in an exciting time for agriculture where new technologies will help farmers unlock higher yields and 
production level while minimizing their environmental footprint. Not to mention, keeping our food supply the 
cheapest and safest in the world.

Lady Indians Grab First District Win 

Lady Indians 67 Taylor County 30 

With district rival Taylor County visiting, the Lady Indians notched their first district win of the 
2013 season last Friday night, dominating from start to finish for the 67-30 victory. 

“This was a big win for us,” Coach James Turner said. “Both teams started slowly, but once we got 
going we played well.” 

The tone and tempo of the game was established early, as referee whistles punctuated seemingly 
every play on both ends of the court. Beth Owens sank two foul shots to put Adair on the board first, 
and Taylor followed in the coming moments with two of their own. The non-existent rhythm plagued 
both teams offensively, remaining tied at two before an Alex Keltner steal and layup and an Emily 
Peck offensive rebound and putback pushed Adair ahead by more than one possession. 

Kassidi Taylor buried a three, Sammy Jo Kemp made two free throws, and the Lady Indians beat the 
Taylor County press for easy buckets to take a 14-4 lead. At the end of quarter number one, the lead 
was 10, with Adair on top 18-8 as Taylor County made just one field goal in the quarter. 

The Taylor County struggles would continue in the second, as the Lady Indian defense settled into a 
2-3 zone, daring the shaky shooting of the Lady Cards to beat them. On offense, the Lady Indians 
looked inside, feeding Emily Peck for six straight points. The constant whistles put Taylor in the bonus 
midway through the quarter, and they remained aggressive despite the margin, tacking on just one field 
goal in the second quarter as well, leaving the halftime score 31-17 Adair. 

In not-so-stunning fashion, both teams opened the second half with a pair of free throws, but Keltner 
nabbed a clean steal and drove for a layup the other way. Her attempt rolled off the rim, but Harlee 
Smock ran the floor and cleaned up the miss. Two more Taylor County free throws stopped the 
momentum briefly, but two straight steals led to layups by Kassidi Taylor, who then drained a three to 
push the Lady Indian lead to 20. Three more Taylor County free throws were combated by a triple 
from Owens and two Keltner layups, and after three, the Lady Indians had the contest firmly in hand, 
51-25. 

Adair opened the fourth quarter strong, with Keltner driving the lane for a pull-up jumper. The 
continued disruption of the Lady Indian zone led to run outs galore and the margin swelled beyond 30 
points. The game neared running clock territory as time ran out on the convincing 67-30 win, moving 
Adair to 1-1 in district play. 

“I thought defensively we played well, holding them to just four field goals in the game,” Coach 
Turner added. “However, we fouled way too much and allowed them to get to the line and stay in the 
game. At this point in the season, I’m pleased with the effort though. Defense and rebounding are 
improving every game.” 

Alex Keltner topped the scoring column for Adair, tossing in 20 points with perhaps even more 
deflections on the defensive end of the court. Senior Kassidi Taylor drained three treys on her way to 
17 points, Beth Owens reached double figures with 10 and Emily Peck scored eight while pulling in 
six rebounds. Sammy Jo Kemp had four points, Ashley Bragg hit a three, Harlee Smock and Ashley 
Owens had two apiece, and Hannah Absher tallied one to complete the balanced Lady Indian offensive 
output. Brooklyn Coomer failed to connect on her only attempt of the game, but did pull down a team 
high nine rebounds and prevented Taylor County for garnering anything in the paint. 


Indians Fall at Home to Rival Taylor 


Indians 44 
Taylor County 68 

After a road loss in their 
district opener at Marion 
County, the Indians returned 
home to host rival Taylor 
County, looking to notch a win 
in the district and avenge last 
season’s losses to the Cardinals. 
Despite a strong start and 
competitive first half, the 
Indians wilted in the second 
half, losing 68-44. 

“I thought we hung in well for 
three quarters,” Head Coach 
Mark Fudge said. “In the fourth, 
they just wore us down.” 

The Indians would strike first, 
as Chance Melton scored on a 
slash to the bucket off an 
inbounds play drawn up 
following a foul. As they would 
do all night, however, Taylor 
matched the Adair score, as 
sophomore standout Quentin 
Goodin found David Sloan in 
the corner for three and then 
grabbed a rebound and took it 
end-to-end for a layup. 

Jumpers from Indian seniors 
Jake Hixson and Matt Fudge, as 
well as a tough inside score for 
Jacob Pooler held Adair close, 
but offensive putbacks by Caleb 
Wigginton as well as a baseline 
drive from Sloan and a three 
from Goodin left it 20-14 after 
one quarter of play. 

Senior forward Ty Bennett 
drove and finished through 
contact to give the Indians the 
first points of the second quarter 


as well, but three Taylor buckets 
inside pushed the lead to 10. 
Junior guard Zach Hutchison 
drained a three, Melton faced up 
and drove for a score and Fudge 
sank a long two before Marshall 
Shelley sliced down the lane for 
a layup to pull Adair within two 
points. A desperation Goodin 
three at the buzzer, however, 
sent Taylor into the locker room 
with the 31-25 lead. 

The second half presented a 
much more physical contest, 
with both teams starting the 
third quarter scoreless before 
Melton hit a streaking Hixson 
over the top of the press for an 
easy layup to end the drought. 
Taylor would again respond, 
however, as Goodin grabbed his 
own rebound and scored, then 
came up with a loose ball in 
transition and took it to the rim 
for another easy two. 

Fudge would sink a floater 
along the baseline, and 
Hutchison splashed in a three 
from 26 feet to pull the Indians 
back within 10, but Goodin fired 
right back with a floater over the 
Adair defense. A runner from 
near halfcourt by Bennett found 
the net at the buzzer, and the 
lead remained 10 after three 
quarters with Taylor on top 47- 
37. 

In the fourth, the size and 
athleticism of Taylor County 
began to wear down thelndians. 
Goodin rejected a jumper at the 
top of the key, gathered the 
loose ball and raced the other 


way to draw two free throws. He 
would make both, slice his way 
inside and drop off a pass for a 
layup, and then grab another 
offensive rebound and score. 

What had previously been 
token pressure that fell into a 
zone for Taylor became full or 
three-quarter court man-to-man, 
and the change of defense sped 
up the tempo of the contest. 
Another Goodin steal and easy 
assist to Sloan sparked a mini¬ 
run that pushed the lead to 20 
following a Wigginton offensive 
rebound and score. With only 
two minutes to play, Taylor sank 
two more free throws and 
rendered a pair of Indian buckets 
for naught as the final horn 
sounded on an Adair defeat, 68- 
44. 

“We just had too many 
possessions where we didn’t get 
looks at the basket, and they 
really pounded us on their 
offensive glass in the second 
half,” Coach Fudge said. “Give 
all the credit to Taylor County, 
they have a very nice ball club.” 

The Indians were led in 
scoring on the night by nine 
points apiece from Ty Bennett 
and Zach Hutchison. Jake 
Hixson added eight, while Matt 
Fudge and Chance Melton both 
pitched in six, with Melton 
adding a team high six boards as 
well. Marshall Shelley had four, 
and Jacob Pooler’s two points 
completed the 44-point total for 
the struggling Indian offense in 
defeat. 


Lindsey Wilson’s Chris Oliver Named AFCA 
2013 NAIA Region 1 Coach of the Year 

Lindsey Wilson College head football coach Chris Oliver was named American Football 
Coaches Association 2013 NAIA Region 1 Coach of the Year, AFCA officials announced 
Thursday. 

“I feel very honored to have been voted to receive this award from the AFCA in recognition of 
our efforts this season,” said Oliver. “While my name is tied to it, this is really an indication of 
how hard our players and assistant coaches have worked leading up to this season. I’m fortunate to 
have great people around me, and in this game you win with people.” 

Oliver led the Blue Raiders to an 8-3 overall record and a 3-3 record in the Mid-South 
Conference East Division during the 2013 season. Oliver’s eight wins is a program best at Lindsey 
Wilson, second to the seven the Blue Raiders recorded in 2011. This is the first year Lindsey 
Wilson was rated in all nine regular season coaches’ polls as well as the final poll in which they 
were ranked No. 19. 

Lindsey Wilson started the season 5-0 and reached its highest ranking of the season at No. 14 in 
the NAIA Coaches’ Top-25 Poll following the programs best start to a season. 

“I’m confident in the direction of our program,” explained Oliver. “Our young men have come a 
long way and accomplished a great deal in our short four year history.

The regional coach of the year award is the second for Oliver who started the Lindsey Wilson 
program from scratch. Oliver was named 2011 Region 1 Co-Coach of the Year by the AFCA. 

The AFCArecognizes five regional Coach of the Year winners in each of the Association’s five 
divisions:Football Bowl Subdivision, Football Championship Subdivision, Division II, Division 
III and NAIA. The winners are selected by active members of the Association who vote for 
coaches in their respective regions and divisions. 

The 2013 Regional Coach of the Year winners will be recognized at the AFCACoach of the 
Year Dinner at the 2014 AFCAConvention in Indianapolis, Indiana. The dinner is scheduled for 
Tuesday, January 14.

Looking to bounce back from 
a close district loss on the road 
at Marion County, the Lady 
Indians returned home to host 
traditional Region Five power 
John Hardin on Thursday night.

“We split with John Hardin 
last year, and they returned all of 
their players except for one,”

explained following the victory. 
“So this was a big win for us.” 

Lady Indian sophomore point 
guard Alex Keltner opened the 
contest with a quick drive for a 
layup, showcasing her length 
and athleticism against the 
speedy John Hardin defense. An 
inbounds pass to Beth Owens 
from beneath the Lady Indian 
basket, and a Harlee Smock spin 
move in the lane both resulted in 
buckets for Adair, and the home 
team jumped out to a quick 6-0 
lead. 

John Hardin would get on the 
scoreboard with a jumper from 
the left elbow, but a Keltner 
drive and dish to senior Kassidi 
Taylor for a layup before 


grabbing a steal and layup of her 
own pushed the Adair lead to 
eight. Back-to-back John Hardin 
buckets and a three at the buzzer 
brought the first quarter margin 
closer than play would indicate, 
but Adair still led 19-15 after 
one high-scoring period. 

Adair would use their height 
to open the second quarter, 
lobbing a pass over the top of 
the visiting defense to Beth 
Owens who finished inside for 
two. John Hardin would answer, 
however, blasting two triples 
from the edge of the Lady 
Indian 2-3 zone. Following the 
fireworks to open, both teams 
stagnated, going scoreless for a 
chunk of the quarter before a 
John Hardin free throw with 47 
seconds to play left it 28-21 
Adair at the half. 

Beth Owens would carry the 
Lady Indians to open the third, 
scoring the first eight points for 
Adair with two threes 
sandwiched by a driving layup. 
A Keltner layup pushed the lead 
to 13 with just over two minutes 
gone in the quarter, but another 
spurt of John Hardin 
sharpshooting from beyond the 
arc cut the lead to 41-35 
moments later. 

As the score tightened, both 
fanbases voiced frustration over 


an inconsistent whistle, but Beth 
Owens found her way to the line 
for two free throws to extend the 
lead back to eight after three 
quarters. 

The Lady Indians opened the 
final frame with a fury, as 
Keltner drove coast-to-coast for 
a score, Smock chipped in two 
free throws, and Taylor drained 
a baseline jumper. A Keltner 
steal turning defense to offense 
stretched the lead to 20 with 
four minutes remaining, and 
despite a few long-range prayers 
by the visitors, Adair held on to 
a comfortable win, 63-50.

Harlee 
Smock added eight points, 
Kassidi Taylor seven, and 
Brooklyn Coomer tallied four 
points to go with her team-high 
10 rebounds. Emily Peck 
rounded out the Adair scoring 
with two points, for a total of 63.
